Emanuel  Sands,  Department  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  of  New  Jersey, 
was  glaiost  instantly  killed  by  a  fall 
from  a  trolley  car  in  Jersey  City  last 
Thursday1'  night.
